Lottery law 
takes effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—A new law 
creating a state lottery became ef­ 
fective today, but it will be awhile 
before the first tickets go on sale. 
The measure creates a state Lottery 
Commission, to be named by Gov. John 
Gilligan, and 
empowers 
the com­ 
mission to implement and supervise 
the lottery. Appointments to the 
commission must be approved by the 
Senate. 
Rep Thomas Fries, D-35 Dayton, the 
main sponsor of the constitutional 
amendment approved by Ohio voters 
last May, noted that 45 per cent of the 
lottery’s proceeds will be earmarked 
for prizes. 
The remainder, after costs, will go 
into the state’s general fund to help pay 
for Ohio’s new bonus for Vietnam War 
era veterans. 
Estimates of the lottery’s gross yield 
have been placed at more than SKK) 
million a year.

Snow and freezing rain lashed a wide 
area today as a Thanksgiving eve 
storm sweeping the midcontinent 
brought freezing temperatures as far 
south as northern Texas. 
The snow and ice stretched from

Locally heavy rains drenched the 
lower Mississippi Valley and thun­ 
dershowers dampened areas from the 
central Gulf coast to southern Illinois 
and the lower Ohio Valley. 
Almost 2 inches of rain washed 
Jackson, Tenn., and more than an inch 
soaked Memphis, Tenn.; 
Paducah, 
Ky., and Montgomery, Ala. 
Gale warnings were issued for the 
western Great Lakes. 
Tornadoes ripped through De Queen, 
Ark., Tuesday damaging or destroying 
30 mobile homes. Later in the day, nu­ 
merous twisters were sighted in 
Arkansas, 
Tennessee, 
Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. 
Several persons were treated for 
minor injuries after the

Econom ist says U.S. 'land of shortages' 


C LEV ELA N D , Ohio (A P) 
A New 
York economist says the United States 
is no longer the land of plenty, but “ is 
the developing land of shortages.” 


Dr. Pierre A 
Hint red told 1,000 
northern Ohio industrialists 
and 
business 
leaders 
Tuesday 
that 
Americans can avoid a recession next 
year only by economizing on energy in 
every way possible. 


“ Economy and energy go together,” 
he said, addressing Central National 
Bank’s 12th annual economic forecast 
luncheon. 


“ Without an increase of 2 per cent in 
available energy in 1974, this country is 
going into a recession.” 
Rinfret, head of a financial and in­ 
vestment consulting firm, said a 
recession would be accompanied by an 
increase in unemployment 
“ We have to grow 3*2 per cent a year 
in industrial production to put our in­ 
creased labor force to work,” 
he 
continued. “ In 1974 our unemployment 
force could approximate 7 to 8 per 
cent.” 
He said the energy crisis had been 
developing for some time but no one 
mid face it.

“ Even 
before 
the energy 
crisis 
became public, even before the people 
would believe it, it was apparent that 
the American economy would weaken 
in 1974," Rinfret continued. 
He said that two years ago President 
Nixon sent the first message on energy 
ever sent to Congress, “ but for two 
years Congress has ignored that mes­ 
sage.” 


“ There were 68,000 oil wells drilled in 
this country in 1958 but there will be 
only 12,000 this year because Congress 
decided the depletion allowance should 
be eliminated from oil exploration,” he 
said 


Rinfret said Americans have been 
wasting 6 per cent of the country’s 
energy resources every year 
“ We are blowing energy,” he con 
tmuod “ We are building buildings in 
which windows can’t be opened They 
have to have air conditioning or heat all 
year.” 
He 
predicted 
that 
revitalized 
American production would come out 
of the energy situation 
“ The energy crisis is an opportunity 
for industry to make people understand 
what it has been saying for 20 years 


that economic expansion is necessary 
to the growth of the country,” he added 
Rinfret said at a news conference 
after the luncheon that industrial ex­ 
pansion had been stopped “ because of 
the environmental consideration.

for improving

vironment,” he continued, 
“ but 
it 
should be put more in balance with 
product expansion.” 
He said that more coal should be 
used, pointing out that it is the coun 
try’s most abundant resource 
“ We are facing a no-growth economy 
because of the energy crisis and with a 


no growth economy we will have unem­ 
ployment,” Rinfret said.

Nuclear energy safeguards 


Tin* energy crisis has given im 
peins to arguments for a hammer 
and tongs effort to greatly increase 
the product ion ol nuclear power The 
idea has appeal at a time when 
available fossil fuel supplies are 
dwindling 
However, it would he 
foolish to embark on a big nuclear 
plant construction program without 
adequate protection ol the public 
interest. 
Much doubt 
exists as 
to 
the 
adequacy of safeguards under 
present Atomic Energy Commission 
rules It ha'- e\en been Miggested 
that for the nation to commit itself to 
heavy reliance on nuclear energy 
would be potentially disastrous 
The merits of such concerns are 
hard to assess. Even a layman who 


has done some reading on the sub 
lect may find it hard to form a 
judgment Thus it would be helpful 
to have the benefit of an independent 
expert study of the AEC’s guidelines 
and performance.

elect a 19-day U.S. Senator next year. It 
depends on a couple of “ ifs.” 
Will state law be changed before 
election? 
Will an interim appointee get his 
name on the ballot twice and win both a 
short and a long term? 
l’he situation stems from President 
Nixon’s nomination of incumbent U.S. 
Sen. William B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, as U.S. 
Attorney General. 
If the Senate confirms Saxbe, Gov. 
John J. Gilligan will have the job of 
naming a successor for an interim term 
that expires by state law on Dec. 15, 
1974. 
Saxbe’s present term expires Jan. 3, 
1975. A new six-year term beginning on 
that date will go to the winner of the 
November, 1974, general election. 
Gilligan’s appointee would be out of 
office Dec. 14, 1974. The newly elected 
senator wouldn’t take office until Jan. 
3, 1975, leaving a senatorless gap. 
If Saxbe’s interim successor also 
wanted to run for the 19-day term, Dec. 
14-Jan. 3, he would have to win 
nomination in a special primary called 
by Gilligan prior to the general elec­ 
tion, then have his name on the 
November ballot for both terms and 
win both. 
Brown said it is risky for a candidate 
to have his name on the ballot two 
times. 
“ The voter may say, ‘I ve already 
voted for him,’ ” said Brown. “ It could 
mean that he might win the short term 
and lose the big one.” 
If the candidate won both, of course, 
it would give him the obvious ad­ 
vantage of Senate seniority over other 
freshmen being sworn into the Senate 
for the first time in 1975.

To make life easy, you may want to 
use paper cups and plates for such a 
party. There are many designs to 
choose from; one of the newest is an all­ 
over blue and white calico pattern that 
comes in cups, plates and bowls; it is 
available in supermarkets and variety 
stores and is one of the best looking 
paper-service designs we’ve seen. 
HOLIDAY TARTLETS 
Tartlet pastry, recipe follows 
I cup plus 2 tablespoons strawberry or 
raspberry jam 
I-3rd cup sifted cake flour 
' n teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 -1 Bt h teaspoon salt 
2 eggs 
I-3rd cup sugar 
D teaspoon vanilla 
Prepare pastry; with your hands roll 
it into eighteen I 14 -inch balls. Press 
evenly into ungreased muffin-pan cups 
(each 24 by IU inches). Chill IO 
minutes. Spoon I tablespoon jam into 
each pastry shell. 
On wax paper or in a small bowl sift 
together the flour, Cream of tartar and 
salt. 
Separate eggs, putting whites in 
medium bowl of electric mixer and 
yolks in small bowl. Beat egg whites 
until soft peaks form; gradually beat in 
sugar and continue beating until stiff 
peaks

Everyone has to eat to live. How well 
you eat - not necessarily how much you 
eat - affects your life. 
4 11 program s in nutrition begin at an 
early age when youngsters learn about 
the basic kinds of food which will help 
them enjoy life more. . . help them 
study, work, and play with vim, vigor 
and vitality. 
As in ail 4-H projects, youngsters 
learn by doing to choose the right foods, 
to plan m eals, to cook m eats and 
vegetables, to bake and to serve meals. 
Both boys and girls often gather at the 
home of a 4-H leader to bake cookies or 
biscuits and to learn how you can m ake 
food taste better by cooking it porperly. 
Malnutrition is not just a problem for 


people in low incomes. It is a universal 
problem simply because m any people 
think that having plenty to eat - all rice 
or all m eat is their only concern. 


But for people in low income areas, 
the 4-H expanded nutrition program 
has special meaning, for often these 
families have little knowledge about 


how to use their limited resources for 
the best interest of the health of their 
families. ’ 


THROUGH THE WORK of nutrition 
experts with the help of 4-H m em bers, 
m any families are learning for the first 
time that they can have milk every day 


by using the powdered variety, that 
they can stretch a small budget by 
combining some m eat or fish with 


noodles or rice and provide a delicisou 
meal for their families. 
Another aspect is the home gardens 
that are becoming popular projects in 
many urban and suburban areas where 
4-H m em bers are growing fresh greens 
and vegetables. 
Cam pers and hikers must learn not 
only about the basic foods but how' they 
can pack and cook foods for trips that 
will be easily cooked or eaten cold, but 
which will still give them the basu 
nutrients necessary if they are going to 
enjoy the out-of-doors. 
The 4-H food and nutrition projects 
are designed to teach 
girls and boys 
the know-how of nutrition and cookery 
in an interesting and real-life way so 
that each project meeting will be a real 
value to the m em bers.

Your idea is truly the essence of good 
preventive medicine. There are some 
sensible means of preventing 
the 
formation 
and 
progress

hemorrhoids. 
First, let me assure you that there is 
little likelihood of a hereditary ten­ 
dency toward this condition Rather do 
I believe that the dietary habits and 
general care of bowel functioning are 
more significant. 
Hemorrhoids are simply enlarged 
veins that normally surround the rectal 
opening They are referred to as “ in­ 
ternal hemorrhoidal veins" and “ ex­ 
ternal hemorrhoidal veins." 
When there is increased pressure on 
these veins because of constipation, 
varicosity develops. 
There 
varicose 
veins 
are 
hemorrhoids. When left untreated, they 
develop secondary complications. 
Inflammation, infection, and clots form 
within them. 
When the veins break, bleeding oc­ 
curs. 
Poor bowel habits undoubtedly play a 
most important role in the cause of

There is a great temptation to 
maintain the healthy tanned look 
acquired over the summer months. 


However, 
readers 
should 
be 
reminded that many skin experts 
advise against too much exposure to 
direct sunlight. 


In the light of this warning, special 
attention must be paid 
to the con­ 
centrated 
ultra-violet 
rays 
that 
emanate from a sun lamp. 


These rays have the same effect as 
overexposure to the hot midday sun. 
When used without moderation, severe 
burns can result, rather than a per­ 
sistent tan. 
For those who do use a sun lamp, it is 
of special importance that the eyes be 
protected. It is imperative, too, that the 
time of exposure should be gradually 
increased to a safe maximum. 
A special warning is essential. Many 
people tend to fall asleep under the sun 
lamp. A timing device with a warning 
bell is an important safety precaution.

In duplicate bridge, an overtrick that 
would be insignificant in rubber bridge 
will often make the difference between 
an excellent score and a poor one. In 
this deal from a sectional tournament,

South won the trump lead with the 
ace and cashed the king. There was 
some danger of going down in four if 
the diamonds were divided 4-1 and the 
ace of hearts was offside, but when 
South played the A K of diamonds and 
both opponents followed suit, ten tricks 
became certain.

For variety, let a spinner or leadhead 
jig sink then twitch it off the bottom and 
repeat the action, making sure to jerk 
the lure only slightly and slowly. 
Northern pike are mon* eager eaters 
in cold water than many other species. 
You'll find them in shallow water this 
time of year, especially around weeds 
or grass in the lake. 
Large creek chubs are hard to beat 
as pike bait. Impale them through the 
back with a large* hook tied to a heavy 
monofilament leader and float the 
weighted rig from a bobber. Let the 
baitfish explore the weeds, grass or 
other likely looking submerged cover 
A pike will often kill the minnow or 
mouth 
it 
momentarily 
before 
swallowing it so let him play with it for 
a time before setting the hook. 
Fishing tor crappie and other panfish 
can hi* rewarding this late. Lake Erie 
gives up some of its gattest jumbo 
perch in November and bluegills are 
hungry in inland lakes and farm ponds 
that are now easier to fish than in 
summer when choked with vegetation.

The 
charter for the lodge was granted (KT. 
21, 1873. 
The first election, under the charter, 
was held Nov. 27, 1884, and James 
Straley was elected worshipful master. 
The first Masonic trial was held Nov. 
19, 1875 in which J. P. Pope joy, the 
lodge’s first secretary, was charged 
with wrongfully retaining for his own 
use lodge funds of $43.21. He was found 
guilty and expelled. 


AT THE FIRST meeting the time of 
each meeting was set to be on the first 
Friday on or after the full moon in each 
month at 6:30 p.m. It was changed to 
the second and fourth Tuesday of each 
month June 28, 1880, and has continued 
on these days to the present time. 
The first public installation was Dec. 
14,1880, and the first salaries approved 
for the secretary and tyler were for the 
sum of 50 cents per meeting. The 
salaries were changed Oct. 27, 1885 to 
$6 per year. 
The lodge has held quarto's in the 
following places: Jan. 31, 1873, to May 
5,1884, over O K. Corbett’s store; May 
5, 1884, to April 24, 1894. over W.C. 
Fent’s store; April 24, 1884, to Feb. 27, 
1900, in the attic over the old church on 
Main Street; Feb. 27. 1900, to the 
present time in the present quarters. 
A movement began in the early 1920s 
to lease or purchase the second floor 
for a club room, dining room and 
kitchen. This dream was realized Feb. 
13, 1951, after 30 years of deliberation. 
Since the purchase, much alteration, 
improvement and beautification has 
taken place.

In subsequent months, inmate 
population fell from 2,2(H) to 1,400 
But now the birds that found nests in 
the deserted five-story south cell block 
have been chased by a new wave of in­ 
mates. The population is approaching 
3,(KH) and rising by UM) a week. 
“ Other places were getting over­ 
crowded and here was a prison with a 
lot of empty beds,” prison information 
officer Robert Nyberg said in an in­ 
terview. 
Nyberg said the number of inmates 
in California prisons is growing 
because the state parole board has 
adopted “ a more rigorous policy” in 
refusing paroles and the courts are 
imposing more prison sentences on 
convicted criminals.

“ But most people— 
prisoners and guards- would like to see 
the place closed.”

These are the landmarks and this is 
Dallas, the Big D, the town fate picked 
for Kennedy's death 
Dallas had been battered by national 
criticism in the months before Ken­ 
nedy’s arrival in the citv on Nev 22, 
1963 
A few militant ultraconservatives 
had set off some distressing events 
jostling of Lyndon B. Johnson and Lady 
Bird during a campaign appearance, a 
“ National Indignation Convention’’ 
which turned into an anti-Kennedy 
movement, and a physical assault on 
the late United Nations Ambassador 
Adlai Stevenson 
he was spat upon 
and struck with a picket sign after a 
United Nations Day speech. 
The events hardly touched the 
mainstream 
of 
Dallas, however. 
Residents considered them freak 
outbreaks, the work of a few’ ex­ 
tremists But they happened and when 


the rifle bullets ripped into Kennedy, 
Dallas for many became a "city of 
hate.” 
It became a common theme in those 
days, even though many wondered how 
Oswald, a self styled Marxist, could be 
equated with the right w ing frenzy. Yet 
the words were spoken, even in Dallas. 
Sarah T. Hughes, the federal judge 
who in Dallas swore in Lyndon B 
Johnson as Kennedy's successor, made 
a speech not long after the killing. 
“ There was a climate of hate in 
Dallas that was not evident in any other 
place I definitely think that the feeling 
in Dallas contributed to the fact that 
Oswald would do this deed here rather 
than in some other city," she declared. 
Today, however, Judge Hughes 
believes that the "clim ate of hate” has

Surgeon recalls 
tragedy in 1963

Perry, the surgeon who tried to save 
President John F. Kennedy IO years 
ago, wishes now he could reclaim a few 
words he spoke shortly after Kennedy 
died. 
“ I was pretty naive,” Perry said 
recently of his statement about the 
neck bullet wound at a tumultuous 
press conference at Parkland Hospital. 
His words have led to endless spec­ 
ulation about how the President was 
killed and w hether there was more than 
one assassin. 
In a recent interview in his office at 
the University of Texas Southwestern 
Medical 
School, 
which 
adjoins 
Parkland, Perry recalled the events of 
Nov. 22, 1963. 
“ I was in the hospital cafeteria 
preparing to make bedside rounds 
when we heard an emergency room 
page for Dr 
Tom Shires, the chief 
surgeon. This was unusual, so we made 
a call to check. We were told that the 
President was being brought in. Dr. 
Shires was in Galveston giving a paper, 
so we rushed to the emergency room.” 
At 
that 
point. 
Perry 
said, 
the 
President was gasping as he lay on his 
back on a stretcher, and Dr. James 
Carrico, on duty in 
room, was inserting 
throat. 
“ It was clear that 
needed," Dr. Perry recalled. “ I made 
an incision through the bullet wound in 
the front of the neck and performed a 
tracheostomy.” 
The 
incision through

deformed 
the original 
bullet hole, 
which was about at the point where a 
tie is knotted. The Warren Commission, 
later ruling that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was the lone assassin, termed this an 
“ exit wound.” Oswald was positioned 
in a building to the real- of the Kennedy 
motorcade. 
However, in speaking to newsmen 
shortly after the President had died. 
perry recalled, he said the wound in tho 
front of the neck “ appeared to be an 
entrance wound." 
“ Did you say ‘entrance wound?"’ a 
reporter asked 
“ Yes, entrance wound,” Dr. Perry 
said. 
This latter statement appeared 
definitive when it was not intended to 
be, and has led to suspicions about why 
an entrance wound later became an 
official exit wound 
“ I never had time to really look at the 
wound," Perry said in the recent in 
terview.

were 
automatic. I never thought about the 
legal aspects when I made the cut." 
“ Nowr I wish I didn t say anything,” 
he said with a rueful smile. “ I know­ 
inger now Everybody there (at the 
hospital) should have gotten together 
on a statement.

Our family headline albums received 
enthusiastic attention recently from 
visitors, so let me correct an oversight 
in not telling you sooner how to com 
bine your personal photos with historic 
world happenings 
Newspaper headlines and news 


magazine reports tell the story of 
what's taking place in the world while 
you're taking family pictures. Usually, 
if you're conscientious and have pride 
in picture taking, the photos will be 
assembled in an album and the appeal 
is solelv as images. 


My idea has been to combine the 
photos with newsmaking events that 
were taking place as you were pressing 
the camera button. In a headline 
album, therefore, the events and the 
dates become part of the album along 
with the personal pictures 
You must, of course, put aside a 
noteworthy newspaper front page or a 
news magazine story at the time you 
take photos. The front page or news 
story when pasted down in the album 
will date the photos effectively not onl> 
as to when it was taken but iii the1 
perspective ot what was occurring in 
the world at the same time 


WITH the passing of time, these 
headline albums become more in­ 
teresting and valuable. For instance, 
let s look at the first headline album I 
started in 1941 when our first daughter 
was born. The pages turn and fall open 
at Dec. 8. A snapshot shows that seven- 
months-old Susan faced a minor crisis 
with food. . there was more showing 
on her face than went inside 


On the facing 
page, 
a 
two-line 
newspaper headline shouted news that 
was about to affect the nation s food 
habits, and worse: “ 1500 DEAD IN 
HAWAII 
— 
CONGRESS 
VO TES 


WAR.” 


Through the years, that photo of 
Susan packs more meaning when you 
see it in relation to the moment in 
history when it was snapped. 
Historic events are still shaping 
today's headlines 
and 
frontpage 
stones. Save them now for possible 
eventual use when you take pictures. If 
you travel or go abroad, save the local 
or foreign front pages to pinpoint the 
locale. 
In actual use. depending on the size of 
the album, only the top half of the page 
will be needed 


SO M ETIM ES it is preferable to copy 
the newspaper front page to make a 
smaller print. Extreme contrast film 
makes the best copies. Copy prints, 
when fixed and washed properly, can 
last a lot longer than the original 
newsprint page which yellows in the 
normal course of years. 
I found a library-type scrapbook 
album with a book like binding most 
suitable for such a continuing project. 
It measures 9’^ x l l 3* inches and has a 
hard, art-type gray-green paper w hich 
takes ink captions and adhesives well. 
Every second page is perforated and 
removed to allow space for prints and 
thereby lessen the problem of an 
overbulging book when finished. 
We've used rubber cement to make a 
clean flat job of mounting prints and 
newspapers. It should be spread 
thinly on the back of the prints and on 
the album page. . . left to dry for a few’ 
moments. . . before print and page are 
brought together

cement grabs hold of anything else

Even though a Medicare patient 
hasn’t met his deductible near the end 
of a year he should send in all of his 
bills, especially those for the final three 
months. Thus his record is updated so 
that prompt service can be rendered on 
subsequent claims.

Chillicothe if they need assistance in

applies to those people receiving Social 
Security disability payments who 
become covered under Medicare 
beginning in July 1973.

rubber cemented like a magnet and 
balks at shifting its position. 
ONE .METHOD of assuring proper 
placement is to cover the cemented 
and-dry album page with a sheet of 
blank paper leaving only one edge of 
the picture position free 
Place the 
print or newspaper to match that edge 
When it does, press the edge in 
place. . . then withdraw 
the blank 
paper slowly and at the same time 
press down the rest of the photo or 
newspaper. 


Rubber cement has advantages and 
disadvantages 
It can be applied 
quickly and easily, freely overlapping 
the picture position. When the print is 
in place, the excess can bi* removed 
easily . . . it rubs off. You can make a 
rubber cement 
“ picker upper’’ by 
rolling together dried excess cement 
drippings on a dispenser jar. 
It removes excess cement on any 
part of photos or pages without af­ 
fecting their surface. However, any 
excess 
rubber 
cement 
on 
the 
newspaper page reading matter or any 
soft surface paper can lead to trouble 
Trying to remove it can also remove 
part of the surface. 


IU U BER 
( E M ENT also 
affects 
some types ot paper in a matter of 
time. In five or lo or perhaps more 
years, it may dry out and prints may 
peel away. 
It may also discolor some types of 


magazine print paper leaving a 
brownish stain. My original headline 
alliums show some of the brownish 
discoloration 
I ut they are more than 
30 years old! Some of my photo prints 
are also stained, indicating they were 
not properly fixed and washed either. 
For archival permanence, thorough 
fixing and 
washing of prints 
are 
essential, and special photo adhesives 
or contact cement are recommended 
by Kodak specialists. 
In operation, the actual newspaper 
front pages are spread across two 
album pages at a slight angle and cut to 
fit top and bottom Selected photos are 
added to the front page, of suitable size 
and placement so as not to interfere 
with the front page news. Other photos 
of the same series can billow’ on suc­ 
ceeding pages. 
Other types and suggestions about 
family albums will be next week’s 
column topic.

Buffalo roam Western Plains

Hunted nearly 
to oblivion BH) years ago by sportsmen, 
the shaggy-headed American buffalo is 
flourishing again on the western plains 
this time under the watchful ey es of 
ranchers and park rangers 


It is estimated there were 60 million 
buffalo in America when Columbus 
sailed in 1492, and that in 1850at least 20 
million still roamed the plains in great 
herds 
By the turn of the century, however, 
the dusty brownish black bison had 
nearly joined blue coated cavalry 
charges and Indian teepee villages as 
extinct Old West folklore 
An attempt at a headcount in 1889 put 
the total number of bulls, cows and 
calves in the United States at 551. At 
Vellowstone National Park. Wyo., 
home for the last free roaming herd in 
the nation, only 22 buffalo were found in 
a census taken in 1900 
Th*

Association 


says its records now show 15,(HH) bison 
belong to members in 39 states, another 
5.0(H) or so are owned by other in­ 
dividuals and zoos and about 5,(HH) are 
in federal refuges 


VRCilEOI O G IS T S in Wyoming have 
found 
centuries-old 
buffalo jumps, 
graveyards beneath cliffs where the 
animals were driven over the edge by 
Indians armed with little more than 
cunning in 
their 
search 
for food 
Crippled animals that couldn't get 
away 
were killed with stone tipped 
spears

hunted the buffalo from horseback with 
heavy 12-foot-long lances tipped with

But these hunts were for food rather 
than sport, and left the herds virtually 
undiminished until the onslaught of 
hunters with guns In the 19th century.

The newspaper and magazine ad. 
describing the work of a priest who 
counsels prisoners, is part of a SKH),0(H) 
advertising campaign being launched 
by the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
New York to help find recruits for its 
shrinking priesthood. 
The advertising effort is believed to 
be the first of such scope by any diocese 
in the nation. Its theme: “ The New 
York priest. God knows what he does 
for a living." 
“ I'm sure that God does know it, but 
we’re anxious for everyone else to 
know it," Terence Cardinal Cooke, 
archbishop of New York, said at a news 
conference Monday. 
The cardinal said the archdiocese 
had been faced with a shortage of 
priests for years. 
The Rev George Thompson, director 
of vocations for the archdiocese, said 
there currently w'ere 950 priests, com 
pared with 1,000 to I JOO during the lab- 
1960s. 
“ Many parishes which used to have 
three or four priests now have two or 
three," Father Thompson said. 
The 13 week advertising campaign is 
being financed through private fund­ 
raising and aided by lay volunteers who 
work in various fields of commu­ 
nications. 
A lay group of professional admen 
has developed a series of five ads 
telling about Father O’Leary along 
with a parish priest, a slum priest, a 
black priest and a monsignor. 
Th*- Father O’ljcary advertisement 
says his work with prisoners at the 
Manhattan House of Detention, com 
monly knowm as The Tombs, is “ the 
kind of job you do for love, not for

Buffalo meat, which Houck says is 
eaten “ pretty near exclusively" at his 
ranch, has a slightly wild taste hut is 
usually less fatty than lieef. Ranchers 
also claim the muscle fiber is finer and 
hence easier to cook and say the meat 
is high in protein and polyunsaturates. 
Houck markets most of his animals 
through restaurants and several

winter they’ll forage for themselves 
you don’t have to baby them " 
But the self managing virtues of 
buffalo also have a negative side, their 
independence. “ The animals like to 
fight,’’ said ranch foreman Art 
Busskohl, “ and if one runs because he 
gets afraid of something, the others 
may follow in a stampede." 
Problems with people trying to get 
too close to buffalo are about the only 


difficulties faced by rangers tending 
the herd of 750 that roam the 3.4(H) 
square miles of Yellowstone National 
Park, said Ranger Edmund Bucknall 
The animals* 
belligerence, 
when 


coupled with tourists who crowd too 
close trying to get pictures or trying to 
pet the w ild buffalo, has cost one man’s 
life and some injuries over the years, 
said Bucknall. 
“ People get in a ring around them, 
and whoever is standing in the way it 
takes to get out gets hurt " 
The buffalo at Yellowstone have only 
one predator to worry about 
the 
grizzly bears 
and even they will 


rarely take on a mature bison in a fight, 
said Bucknall.

(j. Is it true that a person who is 
eligible to exclude sick pay from his

A. No. A taxpayer excluding sick pay 
is not required to attach a supporting 
statement to his return as long as the 
employer reports the employe’s ex- 
cludible sick pay in a separate block on 
a 
W-2 
form , 
keeps 
ap p ro p riate 
records, assumes full responsibility for 
the accuracy of sick pay figures fur­ 
nished employees and keeps these 
figures available for IRS inspection. 
(J. How is a partnership treated for 
income tax purposes? 
A. A partnership pays no income tax. 
However, it must file an information 
return on Form 1065 This shows the 
results of the partnership’s operations 
tor its tax year and the items of income, 
gam, loss, deduction, or credit af­ 
fecting its partners’ individual income 
tax returns. 
A partner must include as income on 


Schedule E of his federal income tax

Power fools in the home workshop, 
electric

garbage disposals are just some of the 
m achines that create unpleasant 
sounds 
There are many ways in which such 
noises can be controlled, but the basic 
principle remains the same: the way to 
decrease the annoyance of sounds is to 
do something about them at the source.

instance, 
if

saw 
w herring away in the basement is 
bothering the people in the room above 
the workshop, the place to control that 
sound is the basement, not in the room 
in which the noise is heard. 
AN ACCOU8T1CAL tile ceiling will 
do much toward absorbing the sound of 
the saw, far more than anything that 
might be done in the room upstairs. In 
the same way. a room which generates 
a lot of noise — such as the kitchen — 
should be sound-conditioned as much 
as possible so that the noise is absorbed 
while it is still in the room. 
If Junior’s hi-fi equipment is driving 
everyone else in the house slightly 
batty, the plan should be to keep the 
sound within the room rather than 
attempting to keep it out of the other 
rooms.

draperies will absorb much of the 
sound, as will acoustical material of 
any kind. 
When there is a sound of any kind, 
some of the sound waves hit your ears 
directly. Those that 
hit the floor, 
Ceiling, walls and furniture continue to 
bounce around the room it the surfaces 
are hard. 
Bul each time the waves hit a soft, 
absorbent material, some of them are 
pulled 
in 
and stop 
reverberating. 
That's one of the reasons kitchens are 
often noisy. Most of the surfaces there 
are hard and thus nonabsorbent. 
You can ’t do too much about noises 
that come from outside the house, hut 
you can do something Simply shutting 
a window when a neighbor starts a 
power lawn mover keeps out much of 
the sound. 
That’s why air-conditioned houses 
usually are so much quieter than 
others; the windows are closed all or 
most of the time. Double-glass win­ 
dows and thick rows of shrubs help to 
deflect and absorb outside noises. 
If you are having a house built, you 
should give some attention to the in­ 
stallation of walls built especially to 
absorb sound, if not between all the 
rooms then where there is likely to be a 
problem. 
One of several ways in which this is 
done is through the use of double rows 
of staggered studs, with insulation 
between.

— I want to install asphalt 
shingles on the outside walls of our 
house, I have a pretty good idea of how 
to do this, but the one thing I would like 
to know is whether they can be applied 
over the wood siding now on the house. 
A. - Yets, provided the old siding is 
carefully gone over to see that it is 
securely attached everywhere. The one 
difficulty you may find is in cutting 
asphalt shingles. There are several 
ways to do this, but most of them 
require some skill and lots of practice. 
You may be better off renting an 
asphalt shingle cutter, which does the 
job easily and neatly. 
Q, — We have an old birch table with 
a finish on it that looks like varnish. My 
wife wants me to take off the old finish 
and give the table a limed oak effect 
that she says she saw on some fur­ 
niture in a departm ent store. How is 
this done? 
A. — I could tell you, but it wouldn’t 
do any good with the kind of table you 
have. The finish she is talking about is 
called limed oak. As the term implies, 
it is used principally on oak or, at least, 
on a wood with open pores. Tile limed 
effect is produced by filling the pores 
with white paint. On a wood with closed 
pores, it simply won’t work. 
Q. — Our blacktop driveway has 
some holes in it. The rest of the 


driveway is in good condition. Can I 
repair it myself with one of the 
blacktop patching m aterials I see 
advertised or does it require a special 
skill? 
A 
You can do it yourself. Use a 
good quality product and follow the 
instructions carefully. I have found 
that, after you complete the patch, it’s 
a goad idea to sprinkle sand over it, 
then run your car over it once or twice 
to pack it down The sand will prevent 
the patching m aterial from sticking to 
the auto tires.

Before heavy frost comes, dig up 
your annual plants — some of them at

and bring them inside. 
Put them in clay pots with a saucer or

plants carefully. A six-inch pot should 
be big enough for many, including wax 
begonias and geraniums.

Pinch 
tops back occasionally to keep the plant 
in good shape.

Sindlinger’s continuous surveys of

threat of a layoff* Will negative atti 
tudes reinforce each other? 


Another questionable area involves 
the ability of industries to adjust. 
G re e n sp a n fo re c a sts th at u tilities 
which switched to oil will seek to bring 
back coal within weeks, but will fail in 
the effort. 


"They have severed ties with the coal 
producers,” he explained. Moreover, 
“ there aren't enough railroad hoppers 
and pulverizing equipment. All the 
peripheral m achinery is dislocated.” 
Consumers who might not be affected 
by either the lack of heat or jobs almost 
certainly will feel the consequences of 
rising prices. 


It is generally agreed that heating oil 
and gasoline prices will rise, the latter 
to as much as $1 a gallon in the view of 
se v e ra l e c o n o m ists, and p robab ly 
never again will qualify as relatively 
inexpensive. 


But prices of a vast array of other 
products, including food, will also be 
pushed up because of their dependence 
upon energy in processing and tran s­ 
portation. 


Eckstein, who had forecast 6.2 per 
cent inflation, has now raised his 
estim ate to m ore than 7 per cent. The 
jum p might be as much as 8 or 9 per 
cent early in the year, he said, falling 
off in the second half.

Lottery law 
takes effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—A new law 
creating a state lottery became ef­ 
fective today, but it will be awhile 
before the first tickets go on sale. 
The measure creates a state Lottery 
Commission, to be named by Gov. John 
Gilligan, and 
empowers 
the 
com­ 
mission to implement and supervise 
the lottery. Appointments to the 
commission must be approved by the 
Senate. 
Rep. Thomas Fries. D-35 Dayton, the 
main sponsor of the constitutional 
amendment approved by Ohio voters 
last May, noted that 45 per cent of the 
lottery’s proceeds will be earmarked 
for prizes. 
The remainder, after costs, will go 
into the state’s general fund to help pay 
tor Ohio’s new bonus for Vietnam War 
era veterans. 
Estimates of the lottery’s gross yield 
have been placed at more than $100 
million a year.

Dr. Pierre A 
Rinfred told 1,000 


northern Ohio industrialists 
and

leaders 
Tuesday 
that 


Americans can avoid a recession next 
year only by economizing on energy in 
every way possible. 


“ Economy and energy go together,” 
he said, addressing Central National 
Bank s 12th annual economic forecast 
luncheon. 


“ Without an increase of 2 per cent in 
available energy in 1974, this country is 
going into a recession.” 
Rinfret, head of a financial and in­ 
vestment consulting firm, said a 
recession would be accompanied by an 
increase in unemployment 
“ Wre have to grow 312 per cent a year 
in industrial production to put our in­ 
creased labor force to work,” 
he 
continued. “ In 1974 our unemployment 
force could approximate 7 to 8 per 
cent.” 


He said the energy crisis had been 


developing for some time but no one 
Ityould face it. 


“ Even 
before 
the energy 
crisis 


became public, even before the people 
would believe it, it was apparent that 
the American economy would weaken 
in 1974, 
Rinfret continued 


He said that two years ago President 


Nixon sent the first message on energy 
ever sent to Congress, “ but for two 
years Congress has ignored that mes 
sage.” 


“ There were 68,000 oil wells drilled in 
this country in 1958 but there will be 
only 12,(XX) this year because Congress 
decided the depletion allowance should 
be eliminated from oil exploration, 
he 
said. 


Rinfret said Americans have been 
wasting 6 per cent of the country’s 
energy resources every year 
“ We are blowing energy,” he con­ 
tinued. “ We are building buildings in 
which windows can’t tx* opened They 
have to have air conditioning or heat all 
year.” 


He 
predicted 
that 
revitalized 


American production would come out 
of the energy situation. 


“ The energy crisis is an opportunity 
for industry to make people understand 
what it has been saying for 20 years 


that economic expansion is necessary 
to the growth of the country,” he added 


Rinfret said at a news conference 


after the luncheon that industrial ex­ 
pansion had been stopped “ because of 
the environmental consideration 


“ I ’m 
all 
for 
improving 
the

vironment,” he continued, “ but 
it 


should be put more in balance with 
product expansion.” 
He said that more coal should be 


used, pointing out that it is the coun­ 
try’s most abundant resource. 
“ We are facing a no-growth economy 
b e ca u se of the energy crisis and with a 


no growth economy we will have unem­ 
ployment,” Rinfret said.

He 
testified he would not have accepted 
appointment without assurances that 
no restraints would be placed on his 


independence. 
And he said he feels he has a binding 
charter that the President cannot fire 
him except with the consensus of the 
congressional leaders of both parties. 


Jaworski also revealed that he has 
received White House assurances that 
he can listen to tapes and inspect 
documents to pass on claims of national 
security.

documents has been turned down. 
However, none of the material has yet 
been furnished, he said. 


He said Buzhardt and Haig had told 
him there were staff problems in 
ge tting the documents together hut had 
given no indication he would not get 
them. 


However, he said he had written a 
letter Monday asking for them by a 
certain date. And if they are not for­ 
thcoming, he said, he will not hesitate 
to take court action to obtain the 
evidence he wants.

Nuclear energy safeguards 


The energy crisis has given im­ 
petus to arguments for a hammer 
and-tongs effort to greatly increase 
the production of nuclear power. The 
idea has appeal at a time when 
available fossil fuel supplies are 
dwindling. However, it would be 
foolish to embark on a big nuclear 
plant construction program w ithout 
adequate protection of the public 
interest. 
Much 
doubt 
exists as to 
the 
adequacy of safeguards under 
present Atomic Energy, Commission 
rules. It has even been suggested 
that for the nation to commit itself to 
heavy reliance on nuclear energy 
would be potential!) disastrous. 
The merits of such concerns are 
hard to assess. Even a layman who 


has done some reading on the sub­ 
ject may find it hard to form a 
judgment Thus it would be helpful 
to have the benefit of an independent 
expert study of the AEC's guidelines 
and performance. 
This is the thrust of legislation just 
introduced by Rep. Hamilton Fish 
Jr. ot New York. He proposes “ a 
comprehensive investigation by the 
National Academy of Sciences, 
which would then report its findings 
and recommendations back 
to 
Congress within one year.” The bill 
provides that during this period the 
AEC would not be allowed to issue 
any new construction permits. 
The scope of the inquiry, Fish told 
his colleagues in the House, would 
include the following: licensing 


procedures, criteria tor choosing 
nuclear plant sites, plant security 
and design, AEC monitoring of plant 
operations, the level of “ routine

Election procedure muddled

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio may 
elect a 19-day U.S. Senator next year. It 
depends on a couple of “ ifs.” 
Will state law be changed before 
election? 
Will an interim appointee get his 
name on the ballot twice and win both a 
short and a long term? 
The situation stems from President 
Nixon’s nomination of incumbent U.S. 
Sen. William B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, as U.S. 
Attorney General. 
If the Senate confirms Saxbe, Gov. 
John J. Gilligan will have the job of 
naming a successor for an interim term 
that expires bv state law on Dec. 15, 
1974. 
Saxbe’s present term expires Jan. 3, 
1975. A new six-year term beginning on 
that date will go to the winner of the 
November, 1974, general election. 
Gilligan’s appointee would be out of 
office Dec. 14, 1974. The newly elected 
senator wouldn’t take office until Jan. 
3, 1975, leaving a senatorless gap. 
If Saxbe’s interim successor also 
wanted to run for the 19-day term, Dec. 
14-Jan. 3, he would have to win 
nomination in a special primary called 
by Gilligan prior to the general elec­ 
tion, then have his name on 
the 
.November ballot for both terms and 
win both. 
Brown said it is risky for a candidate 
to have his name on the ballot two 
times. 
“ The voter may say, ‘I ’ve already 
voted for him,’ ” said Brown. “ It could 
mean that he might win the short term 
and lose the big one.” 
If the candidate won both, of course, 
it would give him the obvious ad­ 
vantage of Senate seniority over other 
freshmen being sw'orn into the Senate 
for the first time in 1975.

To make life easy, you may want to 
use paper cups and plates for such a 
party. There are many designs to 
choose from; one of the newest is an all­ 
over blue and white calico pattern that 
comes in cups, plates and bowls; it is 
available in supermarkets and variety 
stores and is one of the best looking 
paper-service designs we’ve seen. 
HOLIDAY TARTLETS 
Tartlet pastry, recipe follows 
1 cup plus 2 tablespoons strawberry or 
raspberry jam 
I-3rd cup sifted cake flour 
'n teaspoon cream of tartar 
l-16th teaspoon salt 
2 eggs 
I-3rd cup sugar 


‘ 2 teaspoon vanilla 
Prepare pastry; with your hands roll 
it into eighteen I Lr-inch balls. Press 
evenly into ungreased muffin-pan cups 
(each 2‘v by I Vi inches). Chill IO 
minutes. Spoon I tablespoon jam into 
each pastry shell. 
On wax paper or in a small bowl sift 
together the flour, Cream of tartar and 
salt. 
Separate eggs, putting whites in 
medium bowl of electric mixer and 
yolks in small bowl. Beat egg whites 
until soft peaks form; gradually beat in 
sugar and continue beating until stiff 
peaks 
form. 
Without 
washing 


beater, beat yolks until thick and ivory 
color; beat in vanilla; fold into egg 
whites. Gradually sift flour mixture 
over egg mixture, folding it in as you do 
so.

4-H Round-Up 
How well do you eat?

4-H Assistant 
Everyone has to eat to live. How well 
you eat - not necessarily how much you 
eat - affects your life. 
4-H programs in nutrition begin at an 
early age when youngsters learn about 
the basic kinds of food which will help 
them enjoy life more. . . help them 
study, work, and play with vim, vigor 
and vitality. 
As in all 4-H projects, youngsters 
learn by doing to choose the right foods, 
to plan meals, to cook meats and 
vegetables, to bake and to serve meals. 
Both boys and girls often gather at the 
home of a 4-H leader to bake cookies or 
biscuits and to learn how you can make 
food taste better by cooking it porperly. 
Malnutrition is not just a problem for 


people in low incomes. It is a universal 
problem simply because many people 
think that having plenty to eat - all rice 
or all meat is their only concern. 


But for people in low income areas, 
the 4-H expanded nutrition program 
has special meaning, for often these 
families have little knowledge about 


how to use their limited resources for 
the best interest of the health of their 
families. 


THROUGH THE WORK of nutrition 
experts with the help of 4-H members, 
many families are learning for the first 
time that they can have milk every day 


by using the powdered variety, that 
they can stretch a small budget by 
combining some m eat or fish with 


noodles or rice and provide a delicisou 
meal for their families. 
Another aspect is the home gardens 
that are becoming popular projects in 
many urban and suburban areas where 
4-H members are growing fresh greens 
and vegetables. 
Campers and hikers must learn not 
only about the basic foods but how they 
can pack and cook foods for trips that 
will be easily cooked or eaten cold, but 
which will still give them the basic 
nutrients necessary if they are going to 
enjoy the out-of-doors. 
The 4-H food and nutrition projects 
are designed to teach girls and boys 
the know-how of nutrition and cookery 
in an interesting and real-life way so 
that each project meeting will be a real 
value to the members.

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Rotary seeks youths for study abroad

NEW YORK (A P) — Young artisans 
will help revive the spirit of ’76 when 
the United States celebrates its 200th 
birthday. 
Their interest in early American 
crafts — quilting, weaving, silver- 
smithing, pewtering, stencilling and so 
on — will help make the Centennial an 
authentic experience, predicts Tom 
Glennon, president of The Hitchcock 
Chair Co. of Riverton, Conn , where 
some youthful artists work and others 
are to be encouraged to run their own 
handicraft businesses. The original 
chair company closed down in 186-5 and 
was revived in 1946. 
The hordes of young people in­ 
terested in crafts should allay fears of 
antiquarians 
that other 
traditional 
crafts, architectual and the like, are 
dying out. Youthful craftsmen are 
interested in everything, he said in an 
interview here. 
“ In fact they are helping us do things 
we haven’t been able to do before,’’ 
Glennon 
insists.

Currier and Ives scenes, and our 
limited edition series that depict Mt. 
Vernon, Monticello, the Adams House 
and Philadelphia scenes.

C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) - An 
engineering study of abandoned strip- 
mined areas in southeastern Ohio has 
determined it would take 95 years and 
cost $283 million to reclaim the land.

workers weave rush seats as they were 
woven more than a century ago. They 
also steambend wood, paint tavern 
signs and so on. 
“ They are happiest doing their thing 
and we are going to help them run their 
own business. We’ve bought a section of 
town and are putting in eight or ten 
shops Our plan is to subsidize young 
people in various crafts.” 
Many other chair companies pre­ 
dated the original Hitchcock Company 
and perhaps some 50 companies were 
mass-producing fancy chairs between 
1810 and I860 at the height of their 
popularity, but present-day nostalgia 
has been built around the revived 
company because it is turning out 
chairs in the old way. 
The original factory was decaying 
when Glennon’s father-in-law. John 
Kenney, bought it and the trademark 27 
years ago, refurbished it and planned it 
as a part-time enterprise while he ran 
his shoe store in Hartford. But it was 
soon going full steam and now turns out 
some 3,000 chairs a week and some IOO 
different items. 
Although the original company was 
among the first to mass-produce 
Boston-type rocking chairs, it is best 
known for its dark, gold-striped chairs 
with decorated rails. Other companies 
make such chairs using the name 
generically. 
T H IS Y E A R more than 40,000 
tourists visited the company’s museum 
a former church where Hitchcock 
was married in 1830 — to view the 
original chairs that are on display. 
Only those signed and made between 
1926 and 1940 are considered “ real 
Hitchcocks” Glennon insists. 
Youthful employes were encouraged 
even in Hitchcock’s day. In 1832 a help 
wanted advertisement he placed read, 
“ two or three young men, 16 to 20 years 
of age, of industrious habits who will 
abstain from the use of ardent spirits 
can have steady employment.”

are 
Czechoslovakian 
and 
Hungarian 
refugees who established colonies near 
the factory. One girl, a furniture 
stripper, has been in slave labor camps 
under both Germans and Russians, 
Glennon said. Older workers who have 
grown with the company assume the 
supervisory jobs. 
Maple and birch used in furniture 
production have been imported from 
South America in recent years while

States 
was 
behind 
in 
logging, but now woods are available 
here, says Glennon, himself a former 
logger. 
He joined the company after a five- 
year stint in the Navy, and after seven 
years assumed the presidency four 
years ago, when Kenney retired.

Hemorrhoids Not Hereditary 


It seems as if every member of our 
family 
develops hemorrhoids 
when 
they get past the age of 40. Some 
required surgery. 
It occurred to me that there might be 
some plan of action to prevent this from 
happening to our three 
teen-age 
children.

Dear Mrs. G .: 
Your idea is truly the essence of good 
preventive medicine. There are some 
sensible 
means of 
preventing 
the 
formation 
and 
progress 
of 
hemorrhoids. 
First, let me assure you that there is 
little likelihood of a hereditary ten­ 
dency toward this condition. Rather do 
I believe that the dietary habits and 
general care of bowel functioning are 
more significant. 
Hemorrhoids are simply enlarged 
veins that normally surround the rectal 
opening. They are referred to as “ in­ 
ternal hemorrhoidal veins’’ and “ ex­ 
ternal hemorrhoidal veins.” 
When there is increased pressure on 
these veins because of constipation, 
varicosity develops. 
There 
varicose 
veins 
are 
hemorrhoids. When left untreated, they 
develop secondary com plications. 
Inflammation, infection, and clots form 
within them. 
When the veins break, bleeding oc­ 
curs. 
Poor bowel habits undoubtedly play a 
most important role in the cause of

For those who do use a sun lamp, it is 
of special importance that the eyes be 
protected. It is imperative, too, that the 
time of exposure should be gradually 
increased to a safe maximum. 
A special warning is essential. Many 
people tend to fall asleep under the sun 
lamp. A timing device with a warning 
bell is an important safety precaution.

In duplicate bridge, an overtrick that 
would be insignificant in rubber bridge 
will often make the difference between 
an excellent score and a poor one.

four with the same cards. 
South won the trump lead with the 
ace and cashed the king. There was 
some danger of going down in four if 
the diamonds were divided 4-1 and the 
ace of hearts was offside, but when 
South played the A-K of diamonds and 
both opponents followed suit, ten tricks 
became certain. 
Declarer’s next problem — with the 
contract now assured — was to look for 
a safe way of making eleven tricks. 
Leading a club to the jack could not be 
countenanced because East might win 
with the king and return a heart to put 
the contract in jeopardy. 
The safer method of playing a club to 
the ace and returning the queen — 
planning to discard a heart if East 
followed low — obviously would not 
guarantee eleven 
tricks, 
though

would of course preserve ten. 
Declarer found a third and far better 
method of play when he cashed the ace 
of clubs at trick five, played a diamond 
to the queen and then put West on lead 
with a trump. Now it did not matter 
where the ace of hearts or king of clubs 
were located. 
West was on lead and had to return a 
heart or a club, either of which would 
hand declarer his eleventh trick. So 
South, in this highly ingenious manner, 
achieved a top score by being the only 
declarer to make an overtrick.

gets and when most fish feed more 
than at any other time of year except 
spring 
That’s when bass, pike and panfish 
gorge themselves to fatten up for tho 
long winter ahead. 
The secret of successful fall fishing is 
twofold fish slow and, if possible, with 
live bait. 
As waters cool, fish slow down. Bass 
that might chase a plug as far as you 
can case in warm weather are lazy 
now. They won’t move far to feed and 
they won t move fast. 
To coax them into hitting, cast a light 
spinner or plug that can be retrieved 
slowly without snagging on the bottom. 
Fish the shallows or around brush piles 
but don’t hurry. 
For variety, let a spinner or leadhead 
jig sink then twitch it off the bottom and 
repeat the action, making sure to jerk 
the lure only slightly and slowly. 
Northern pike are more eager eaters 
in cold water than many other species. 
You’ll find them in shallow water this 
time of year, especially around weeds 
or grass in the lake. 
Large creek chubs are hard to beat 
as pike bait. Impale them through the 
back with a large hook tied to a heavy 
monofilament leader and float the 
weighted rig from a bobber. Let the 
baitfish explore the weeds, grass or 
other likely looking submerged cover. 
A pike will often kill the minnow or 
mouth 
it 
m om entarily 
before 
swallowing it so let him play with it for 
a time before setting the hook. 
Fishing for crappie and other panfish 
can be rewarding this late. Lake Erie 
gives up some of its gattest jumbo 
perch in November and bluegills are 
hungry in inland lakes and farm ponds 
that are now easier to fish than in 
summer when choked with vegetation. 
The best panfish baits are small 
minnows or ice flies 
tipped 
with 
maggots. Fish brush piles, vacant boat 
docks and other woody cover.

The vacation, after all, should ap­ 
peal to all. Hiking, fishing, swimming 
might be fun — “ But what do you do 
after that?” may be the complaint of 
teen agers. They’ve got a point. 
Another alternative to the expensive 
cottage might be a boat rental. Or one 
might buy a boat with the idea of selling 
it the following spring. A lucky investor 
might even make a profit on the sale or 
at least get his money plus vacation 
expenses out of it. 


ONE

vacation this year, bringing the boat 
into little spots that interested the 
family. He had a built-in crew of his 
three teenage boys, so the boat looked 
great and salable when it was brought 
back to home port. 
One must know how to handle a boat 
before one invests in one, and one 
should know the price is right if one 
must plan immediate resale. Then, too, 
some members of the family might not 
enjoy life on a boat. 
But that might also have a pleasant 
solution. The poor sailors could join the 
family after they had anchored at an 
attractive vacation area. 
It is something to think about this 
winter if you want to have a family 
vacation next summer. 
It may be the only way.

Brown told newsmen Tuesday it is 
“ apparent that the conservation of 
energy is the most immediate way to 
provide temporary relief sn this critical

He said his 32-member task force wall 
conduct a special energy seminar in 
Columbus Dec. 11-12 and participants 
will include an official of the Office of 
Energy Planning of the U S. Commerce 
Department. 


Brown said the official will advise 
how to bring "substantial reductions” 
in energy use without having to lay off 
employes or cut production. 
As for the immediate steps, Brown 
said state offices should be closed on 
the Monday: 
before (Christmas and 
New Years’, giving state emloyes two 
consecutive four-day day weekend.
